With 2412 in Street Accidents

LONDON, July 30.—Since the begin- 
ning of hostilities 366 persons have been 
killed and 1092 injured by air raids in 
the London metropolitan area, i.ccord- 
ing to a statement made by Sir George 
Cave, Home Secretary, in the House of 
Commons. During the same period, the 
Eecretary noted, 2412 persons were killed 
and 7836 injured in ordinary street ac- 

cidents in the same territory. 


FAT $4 A POUND IN BERLIN 


Rabbits ch; Horse Flesh From | 
53 to Cents a Pound. 
WASHINGTON, July 31.—Information 
concerning food costs in Germany re- 
ceived at the offices of the food admin- 
istration show that many edibles, par- 
ticularly those containing fats, are gell- 
ing at almost prohibitive prices. Fat for 
frying is bringing more than $4 a 
pound. Goose fat is sold at $5.36 a pound. 
Fowls generally are high. Fresh fowls 
bring $1.01 a pound, larded goose breast 
$2.08, salted goose legs 94 cents, young 
country laying hens $3.32 each, well-fed 
geese $11 to $19 each. The egg ration at 
Hamburg for one week was one egg for 
each person. Horses are jn great de- 
mand for food, and horseflesh sells at 
from 53 to 8 cents a pound. Rabbits are 
sold at $2 each. Cheese is quoted at 

from 36 to 86 cents a pound. 


PIGEONS FOR U, S. IN FRANCE 


Will Carry War Dispatchex for Ex- 
peditionary Force. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., July 31.—The 
American army in France is to be 
equipped with homing pigeons to be at- 
tached to the Signal Corps. 

The first division of 2000 trained car- 
rier pigeons gathered from members of 
the Texas branch of the American Rac- 
ing Pigeon Association will be assem- 
bled at a point in the Southern Depart- 
ment and there given brief training on 
the French army system for service 
abroad in carrying dispatches through 
war zones and from aeroplanes to army 
headquarters. The French army 
pigeons return to moving lofts, carried 
by the army divisions. 


DRILL TO PREPARE FOR DRAFT 


Three Hundred Registrants in First 
Call, Learning Rudiments. 
CHICAGO, July 31.—In preparation 
for the call to. cantonments of the 
new National Army, 300 registrants 
whose numbers will be in the first 
call to the colors, have organized and 
begun to learn ‘the rudiments of mil- 

itary tactics. 

They ariled last night on the cam- 
pus of the University of Chicago un- 
der Maj. E. B. Tolman. A schedule 
of evening drills has been arranged 
and the men hope by their proficiency 
to win positions as non-commissioned 
officers when the intensive training 
begins at the Illinois camp at Rock- 
ford.

MORE LIQUOR REVENU E 


New Schedule Calls for $3.20 a 
Gallon on Whisky, $3.25 a 
Barrel on Beer. 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—Increase of 
the pending $1,670,000,000 war tax bill to 
a total of $2,008,000,000 was decided upon 
today by the Senate Finance Committee. 

Increases on corporations’ normal in- 
come taxes, on incomes of individuals 
of $15,000 and over, and a further increase 
of $1 per gallon on distilled spirits and 
50 cents a barrei more on beer, with a 
few other minor tax increases, will 
make up the additional] levy. 

The committee decided to increase the 
present 2 per cent normal rate on cor- 
porate incomes to 6 per cent, as 2gainst 
4 per cent in the bill as originally 
drawn. It is expected to yield $162,- 
000,000 additional revenues. The increase 
in surtax rates on individual incomes of 
$15,000 and more, was estimated to raise 
from $25,000,000 to $36,000,000 additional 
New excess profits taxes will be agreed 
upon later. 


In revising the liquor schedules, the 
committee estimated that by adding 
$1 a gallon to the tax on distilled 
spirits, making it $3.20 a gailon— 
$2.10 over the present law—$90,000,- 
000 more revenue would be obtained 
from that source. 

The increase of 50 cents a barrel on 
beer is estimated to yield $25,000,000 
more revenue, making the beer tax 
$3.25 a barrel, as compared with 31.50" 
undér existing law and $2.75 as origi- 
nally proposed in the bill. 

The exact rates of the surtax increases 
on individual incomes of $15,000 and 
more were not decided. 

The income tax increases would result 
in a total levy upon corporate and in- 
dividual incomes of the war of at least 
$1,049,706,000, as compared with a yield 
of $330,000,000 a year under existing law. 
The original bill provided for additional 
war levies upon all incomes of $543,- 
700,000 and the committee’s decisions 
today would add at least $187,000,000 
more. 

In view of the heavy increase for in- 
comes, it was stated that the committee 
might decide against a further increase 
on excess profits. 

Yield From Liquor Taxes. 

The additional taxes on liquor would 
increase revenues from that source from 
$155,500,000 to at least $270,000,000, with 
the increase of $90,000,000 from distilled 
spirits and $25,000,000 from beer. 

Senator Simmons also stated that wine 
taxes also will be increased, but a de- 
cision as to the rate was not made. The 
committee plans, however, to raise 38,- 
000,000 more revenue from wines, more 
than double the new taxes proposed in 
the original bill, estimated to yield $6,- 
000,000.

DEBATE 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—Debate con- 
tinued in the Senate today on the ne- 
tional prohibition resolution. A vote 
will be taken tomorrow. 

A poll taken by newspaper corréspond- 
ents shows the resolution will be passed. 
This poll shows: 

For the resolution: Democrats, 
Republicans, 31; total, 68; doubtful, 2. 

Against the resolution: Democrats, 
14; Republicans, 12; total, 26. Necessary 
for adoption (with all members pres- 
ent), 64. 

Senator Sheppard, author of the reso- 
lution, opened the debate yesterday and 
was followed by Senator Underwood in a 
brief speech against the resolution. The 
only.other speakers were Senators Ash- 
urst and Shafroth, both of whom sup- 
ported it. 

The constant activity of the liquor in- 
terests is a peril to free institutions, 
Senator Sheppard told the Senate, and 
alcoholic liquor itself is a menace to the 
nation’s health, morals and efficiency. 
Organized labor, he said, has been asked 
to oppose prohibition because bartend- 
ers and brewery and distillery employes 
are members of: unions. 

“Labor is. asked to imperil its very 
existence,”’ $@id the Texas Senator, ‘‘to 
take food glothes from men, women 

children ane a traffic, »,“an- 
tinge hunger, disease. insanity and’ deat 
for the masses, while liquor barons 
thrive in luxury. 

“If the liquor traffic is to be eradicat- 
ed, aid of the Federal Government must 
be invoked. The partnership of the 
liquor traffic and the Federal Govern- 
ment is one of the most frightful heri- 
tages of the Civil War.”’ 

Senator Underwood declared adoption 
of the amendment would tend to cen- 
tralize our Government under a police 
autocracy such as in Germany and Aus- 
tro-Hungary, entrenching national au- 
thority and weakening sovereignty of 
the people. 

“TIT see no reason why we cannot now 
trust, as in the past, the enlightened 
electorate of each state to pass neces- 
sary laws for domestic control of their 
own people,”’ the Alabama Senator con- 
tinued. “If the Federal Government 
is once called on to enter the field, ap- 
prehend and punish the petty vices of 
citizens in respect to matters authorized 
by this resolution, it will not be long 
before efforts will be made to further 
extend police powers of the Federal] 
Government, and this will destroy state 
boundaries and abolish state govern- 
ments.”

NEW BEER TAX LIKELY 
70 THIN QUT SALOONS 


Brewer Predicts Price of $10 a 
Barrel to Retailers, and Dis- 
appearance of 5-Cent Glass. 


St. Louis brewers believe the prvo- 
posed Government tax of $3.50 a 


burrel on beer, 2% projected in the 
Senate Finance Committee, will drive 
at least 1000 saloons in Missouri out 
of business. 

Henry Nicolaus, president of the St. 
Louis Brewing Co., stated as much 
when informed today of the proposed 
$1.75 a barrell increase, and he, with 
Hugo A. Koehler, president of the In- 
dependent “Breweries Co., asserted 
that the price of beer will be so 
g.catly increased to saloonkeepens 
that they cannot afford to sell at 
5 cents a glass. 

Three dollars of the $3.50 Government 
tax on beer will be put on the saloon- 
keeper, Nicolaus declared, leaving the 
brewers to pay a tax of only © cents «@ 
barrel to the Government and 20 cents a 
barrel to the State. 

Beer is now selling to the saloonkeeper 
at $7 for a 90-gallon barrel. The present 
Government tax is $1.50 a barrel. Should 
Congress fix the tax at $3.50 a barrel, 
Nicolaus stated, local brewers will in- 
crease the price to saloonkeepers to $10 
a barrel at once. , 


Nicolaus declared that the war tax 
means an instant end to beer at five 
cents a glass and, that there would be 
no more bucket beer or bottle beer at 
five cents a bottle. 

“Consumption will be so greatly de- 
creased should this tax become ef- 
fective,” he explained, “that the Gov- 
ernment will profit little by the advance. 
There are hundreds of saloonkeepers in 
St. Louis barely making a living, and 
these will be put out of business.”’ 

Each mn pays a state license of 
$300 a year, and the closing of 1000 would 
mean a loss in State revenue of $300,000, 
Nicolaus pointed out, aside from the ® 
cents a barrel to the State dispensed 
through these saloons.

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BELGIAN FAMILY OF 
FOUR SHOT AS SPIES 


Girl Refuses Offer of Freedom, 
Saying, Confession Might 
Cause 50 to Be Killed. 


LONDON, July 31.—A dispatch re- 
ceived today by the Wireless Press 
from Amsterdam says: 

“The German authorities at Liege, 
Belgium, arrested, tried and gsen- 
temced to death within three days an 
influential Liege merchant, named 
Groneo, his wife and their two daugh- 
ters, 20 and 14 years old, on the 
unproved charge of- espionage. 

“The father and mother were both 
shot to death in the presence of their 
daughters. The latter were offered 
their freedom if they revealed the 
rames of their parents’ _accomplices. 
The girls refused; the eldest ctating: 

“If we speak we might cause 50 
people to be killed. We would rather 
die alone.’ 

“She was immediately shot. The 
ycvungest girl then was tortured, out- 
raged and also shot.”

Fire Heavy for Mansy Days. 

The British offensive has been expect- 
ed for som time, the official communi- 
cations for several days having recorded 
unparalleled artillery fire and aerial ac- 
tivity in Flanders. That the Germans 
expected an attack was shown by the 
Kaiser's telegram to Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg, published Sunday, in which 
he referred to the violent bombardment 
and said the Germans “dauntiessly 
await the future.”” and to the references 
in German official communications ‘*o 
the unprecedented shel! fire. The offi- 
cial statement issued in Berlin Sunday 
said the artillery duel in Flanders 
had reached the greatest intensity of the 
war. The Germans evidently brought up 
many batteries in an effort to counter- 
act the effect of the British fire. They 
bombarded many British positions and 
shelled many roads of communication, 
although it has been said the British 
fire bas been twice as heavy as that of 
the Germans.

STRONG ATTACKS 
BEGUN,SAYSBERLIN 


Infantry Battle Started on Wide 
Front From Yser to Lys, 


Germans Declare. 

BERLIN, via London, July 31.—Strong 
attacks by the entente allies have com- 
menced along a wide front from the 
‘Yser to the Lys in Flanders (about ® 
miles), says the official statement is- 
sued today by the general staff. The 
infantry battle in Flanders, the state- 
ment adds, has thus opened.

“Who does not Know,” says the com- 
munication, ‘‘that the Russian retire- 
ment is to be explained by the insta- 
bility of the Russian army, due to a 
combination of recent events and not, as 
the Germans allege. to operations ac- 
cording to the plan made by the Ger 
man troops? 

“In the persistent repetition of the 
Same allegation is clearly revealed the 
German yearning to ificulcate mistrust 
among the entente countries and arouse 
the peoples against their Governments. 
Is it necessary to repeat hundreds of 
times that the true significance of this 
German provocative activity was long 
since found out and th t all efforts to 
violate the integrity of Russia’s entente 
with her allies are absolutely hopeless?’’ 


Russians Who Made Stand in Bu- 
komina Forced to Retire. 
BERLIN, via London, July 31.—Rus- 
sian forces which made a stand in West- 
ern Bukowina, says the official state- 
ment issued today by the General’ Staff, 
were forced yesterday to evacuate their 
Cheremosh line and to retire eastward. 
It wes announced last night that the 
Teutonic troops had crossed to Russian 
territory after the battle east of Zbrocz 

(northeast of Tarnopol). 

Today’s announcement also says that

MAN HE DEFRAUDED 


OPPOSES PAROLE 
FOR FREDERICK 


Let His Petitioners First Be Char- 
itable to His Victims, Plea to 
Governor Says. 


REAL ESTATE MEN MEET 


Exchange to Consideer Whether 
It Shall Officially Oppose 
Former Member’s Release. 


E. M. Hake, one of the victims of 
A. H. Frederick’s real estate frauds, 
hes written a letter for the perusal 
of Gov. Gardner and the State Prison 
Board, protesting against the pro- 
posal that a parole be granted to 
Frederick, who has served two years 
and three months of a 10-year term. 
He directed the letter to Theodore 
Hemmelmann, president of the real 
estate firm of Hemmelmann & Spack- 
ler. This firm, in an advertisement 
printed in today’s Post-Dispatch, is 
asking signatures to a remonstrance 
against the paroling of Frederick. 

Letter to Hemmelmann., 

In his letter Hake says, addressing 
Hemmelmann: 

‘In yesterday’s Post-Dispatch is an 
article headed ‘‘Parole of A. H. Fred- 
erick Opposed by Realty Men,’’ stating 
that a petition signed by Mr. F. J. 
Wade and others had been presented to 
the State Prison Board, asking a parole 
for the aforesaid person, and that a 
protest against the granting of such 
parole was being formulated by your- 
self and others. 

“In this connection permit me to join 
you in entering a most vigorous protest 
against any such action on the part of 
the State Prison Board or the Governor 
of the State of Missouri. 

‘Unfortunately, I happened to be one 
of his victims to the amount of $3000, a 
sum which it took me 15 years to accu- 
mulate, and which I could illy afford 
to lose. 

‘The amount was obtained by mis- 
representation and forgery, and no ef- 
fort has ever been made to right the 
wrong. 

“Others who probably could not afford 
to part with their money any better than 
myself seem to have been confidenced in 
like manner, and especial effort appears 
to have been made to fleece these be- 
longings to the same church, lodge or 
club. 

“Apparently no effort has ever been 
made to reimburse any of his victims, 
which, if he is able, he should be com- 
pelled to do before his application for 
parole is considered. 

“If his petitioners desire to do a good 
act before God and man, let them first 
be charitable to his victims and after- 
ward ask clemency for his misdeeds. 

“It will be noticed that the names of 
none of his victims appear on the peti- 
tion for clemency. 


“At no time has Mr. Frederick served | 


his State or city better than he is doing 
at present, and it is to be hoped that he 
will be required to serve his entire 
sentence.”’

than Frederick, in poorer health, 
and as, in the lawyer's view, his of- 
fenses were less aggravated.

American Soldiers Play Game 
of Baseball ““Camouflag 
in Civilian Costumes.

AMERICAN FIELD HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN FRANCE, July 381.—The re- 
newal of German aerial activity in the 
vicinity of Paris and behind the front 
generally has necessitated instruction 
in a new form of drill among the Ameri- 
cans. It has been christened “playing 
dead,”’ for it consists of lying motionless 
on the ground as soon as the presence of 
enemy aircraft is sighted. Usually 
troops on the march or on training 
grounds seek the shelter of trees at 
such times, but the scarcity of timber 
in the neighborhood of most of the 
fields and roads used by the American 
troops here has led to the development 
of this new kind of defensive tactics. 

Drill is practiced assiduously, and it 
is a common sight to see Americans 
biting the dust of the highways in re- 
sponse to a certain bugle call. Througa 
experiments with airplanes it has been 
found that the olive-drab uniforms are 
not distinguishable against the brown 
dirt of the roads, and are scarcely more 
noticeable in the meadows, even when 
seen from so low an altitude as a few 
hundred feet. 

While great precaution against aerial 
attack has been taken, and overzeal- 
ousness is carefully guarded against. 

“‘Camouflage,’’ which means every 
conceivable method of concealment from 
the enemy, is one of the French expres- 
sions the Americans have learned. 

The first tent the Y. M. C. A. has 
managed to open is ‘“‘camouuflaged” as 
if it were a battery of big-calibered 
eannon. Even the baseball game in the 
field adjoining, it was ‘‘camouflaged’”’ 
yesterday by the simple expedient of 
dressing the players in more or less 
civilian costume. A maurading airman, 
however, would scarcely have taken 
the players for French peasants tilling 
the soil. 

French chasseurs, by the way, are 
fast acquiring a working Knowledge 
of baseball. I came on two of them 
practising throwing to bases. Although 
they freely admiited they had no idea 
of what the object is in throwing to 
bases, still it was good fun. The sport- 
ing spirit is strong among the chas- 
seurs. Already they have challenged 
one of the crack baseball nines to a 
game of English football, on the theory 
that ballplayers must be equally good 
at all other games. 


The Y. M. C. A. tent is equipped with 
small pool tables and with boxing 
gloves, so that the sporting scope of the 
Americans is being rapidly enlarged. 
The ‘“‘movies’’ taken by the army cam- 
era of yesterday’s ball game brings the 
total arnount_of film made so far to 
5000 feet. One of the biggest movie 
studios in Paris has been rented by 
the cinematograph section and here 
100,000 feet of film can be turned out 
every week. ? 

Several good photographs which will 
be given out through the War Depart- 
ment at Washington have also been ob- 
tained. 


HOUSE ASKED TO COMMIT 
U.S. TO IRISH HOME RULE 


Resolution Would Direct President 
to Urge Its Establishment on 
Great Britain. 
WASHINGTON, July 31.—That the Ir- 
ish home rule question has become an 
international one, in which the United 
States has as much right to a voice as 
has Great Britain, was declared on the 
floor of the House yesterday by Joseph 
McLoughlin, president of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians in America. He 
was born in Burt, County Donegal, Ire- 
land, in 1867, and is a Republican mem- | 

ber-at-large from Pennsylvania. 

McLoughlin introduced a _ resolution 
that the President and the Secretary of 
State be directed to “‘make such rep- 
resentations to Great Britain as shall 
result in the establishment of a govern- 
ment in Ireland similar to the Govern- 
ment that now exists in Canada.” 

The resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs.

Tageblatt, Reviewing Third 
Year of War Says Military 
Strength Is Increased.

BERLIN, via London, July 31.—The 
German official world is apparently not 
inclined to share the optimism which 
Mathias Erzberger exhibited in the re- 
cent interview he gave in Zurich and 
which has burst in upon Berlin today. 

As against the statement alleged to 
have been made by the Centrist leader 
to a Swiss editor, official circles here 
pointed to Chanceor Michaelis’ recent 
speech. When the Associated Press cor- 
respondent inquired whether Erzberger’s 
presence in Switzerland and his an- 
nounced ambition to sit at table oppo- 
site Premier Lloyd George for the pur- 
pose. of arranging a peace conference 
reflected the sentiments of the author- 
ity of the German Government, the For- 
eign Office replied that Erzberger was 
traveling and talking in a private ca- 
pacity. 

“The German Chancellor,” it was stat- 
ed, “has demonstrated that he is a 
peace Chancellor by his indorsement of 
the Reichstag peace resolution, and 
since then, in the course of his address 
to the German journalists.”’ 

Peace Outlook Called Dark. 

To this a foreign official added in 
talking with the correspondent: 

“The recent speeches of Lloyd George, 


the armies of Germany and her allies! 


Bonar Law and Sir Edward Carson, 
however, would not seem to indicate 
that the foundation for a peace of re- 
conciliation and compromise really ex- 
ists. Other English and French utter- 
ances are equally incompatible with 
such an assumption.”’ 

Regarding the Erzberger 
the Cologne Gazette observes: 

“After this interview Herr Erzberger 
cannot longer be taken seriously. How- 
ever, for the sake of the public interest 
we would urgently request him to dis- 
continue playing the role of Providence 
to the German people.”’ 

The Tages Zeitung says: ‘“‘Herr Erz- 
berger talks much, but in the long run 
everything cannot be overlooked.”’ 

The Germania, the Catholic organ, 
continues to defend the Centrist leader 
against attacks from within the ranks of 
his own party, asserting that while his 
peace agitation is wholly in accord with 
the Pope’s recent communication, he was 
not influenced by the Vatican’s attitude. 

Review of Third Year of War.

In its review of the third year of the 
worla war the Tageblatt potnts out that

Above all, it may be asserted that the 
entente no longer has the disposal of 
unlimited production and supplies of 
ammunition, as was the case during the 
Somme battle. This cessation of muni- 
tion reinforcement has had a noticeable 
effect on the Western front. And, 
whereas the materia. resources of our 
opponents have not increased and the 
strength of France has become visibly 
diminished, we still are unimpaired in 
our strength and more strongly fortified 
than ever before. 

‘te who is willing to be guided solely 
by the facts and will not permit him- 
self to be deceived by illusions must ad- 
mit that the ambition of our foes to 
crush ue is today lesa justified than at 
ahy other period, and because this is 
so, we may be permitted to express the 
hope that common sense and a sinczre 
desire for peace maj finally assert 
themselves in the ranks of our oppon- 
ents. 

Says Public Is for Peace. 

“The German public through its ac- 
credited representatives has plainly an- 
rovnced to the world at large its read- 
iness for peace. We hope this express- 
icn will be appreciated in its full im 
pertance on the other side. 

“The following offers an approximate 
picture of the area of occupied terrt- 
tory which now is held by the military 
forces of the central Powers measured 
in square kilometers (a kilometer is .621 
of a mile): 

“Belgium, 28,980; France, 19,23; Mva- 
sia, 280,490; Rumania, 100,000; Servia, 8§,- 
867; Montenegro, 14,180; Albania, 20,000, 
Total, 548,737. 

“This total is opposed by 900 square 
kilometers of land held by the French 
and the Austro-Hungarian territory In 
Russian possession measuring 25,500 
square kilometers. The latter figure no 
longer holds good. It has been dimin- 
ished by fully 60 per cent and is likely 
to fall away entirely in the near fu- 
ture.”

Object on Entering War. 

“As everybody knows,”’ he continued, 
“we first entered tne war to defend 
Belgium and prevent France from being 
crushed before our eyes. Nobody with 
the smallest knowledge of the _ facts 
supposed that Sir Edward Grey (for- 
merly Foreign Secretary) and the Gov- 
ernment of which he was a member 
when he made the fateful declaration of 
Aug. 3, 1914, made it with the smallest 
thought of the great problems which the 
course of the war has opened up. We did 
not enter the war with any selfish pur- 
poses, certainly not for imperialistic 
alms or to get indemnities; therefore we 
stood in a different position from any 
of our allies. We hoped to see Europe 
freer and more stable.”

GERMAN PEOPLE 


Press Cleverly Controlled to In- 
flate Optimism as Aid to 
Seventh War Loan.

STOCKHOLM, July 31.—-With the sev- 
enth war loan approaching, the German 
press has been more cleveriy 
controlled for the purpose of inflating 
popular  optinusm. Carefully sifted 
American news is being fed tg the pub- 
lic to substantiate the theory that the 
United States cannot become a decisive 
military factor and that the war will 
be over before America is ready to take 
the field in force. The German 
press bristles with such _ headlines 
as “Conflict Danger Between Wil- 
son and Congress,” on the strength of a 
French radio agency dispatch, agreeab!'y 
colored, from Geneva, purporting to 
that ‘‘Wilson’s. pose of dictator 
has led to a conflict with the Senate” 
and that the fight between the two prob- 
ably would resuit in a delay of 
war legislation. 

The alleged controversy over the rela- 
tive merits of wooden and steel ships 
also kindles hopes in Teuton breasts 
and the going of Goethals is interpreted 
as significant of initial blundering and 
in efficiency. As a result of this, many 
apprehensive Germans, in whose imag- 
inations America looked on as a 
land of unlimited possibilities, are 
becoming incredulous about Uncle Sam's 
ever vetting into his stride. 

Resignation of Goethals, 

Regardine Goethals’ going, a shipping 
specialist draws this comforting conctlu- 
sion: ‘That Goethals was the opponent 
of the nonsensical wooden-ship idea can 
hardly have cost him his scalp. More 
probably the real reason was that his 
steel ship program wag so patently un- 
executable.

I’'rom a Reuter report emanating from 
Washington the German people have 
learned that America is going to set up 
an army of 1,000,000 men instead of 500. 

This item ig passed without com- 
ment. 

With a zeal for fooling themselves 
amounting almost to genius, the Ger- 
mans ars not only managing 10 ex- 
tract optimism from American news, 
but also from English news. 

The neutral and the English press 
are being microscopically scanned for 
clews to the effect of the submarine 
warfare on England, and much 
pleasing material is offered to the 
reading public in consequence, par- 
ticularly everything indicating al- 
leged English or French pessimism 
regarding help from America. 

Shipping for Transport. 

Prominence is given to the state- 
ment of Archibald Hurd in the Daily 
Telezraph that “the more America 
participates in war .operations, .the 
more ships will require for trans- 
port purposes, and that it will be 
folly to count on any considerable 
Transatlantic tonnage.” 

This unwittingly confirms one of 
the theories held in the highest Ger- 
man military and naval circles which 
was one of the decisive arguments 
that helped launch the unlimited sub- 
marine warfare. 

The effect of unfavorable news 
from Russia on American public opin- 
ion is being closely watched for in 
Genmany. With few exceptions the 
Germans are leaping to the erroneous 
conclusion that the foreshadowed 
Russian disintegration as a serious 
war factor will act as a brake on 
America’s actual and early large 
seale participation in the war. The 
German view is that Russia is rapidly 
becoming a decisive peace factor. The 
German people have learned also 
from a Washington dispatch to the 
London Times that Russian news has 
created alarm in America, and that 
Americans are fully aware that Rus- 
sia, as a military factor already has 
been discounted by the American 
General Staff.

One Lives in Dugout in Village Razed by Shell 
Fire; Some Optimistic That War Soon 
Will Be Over. 


Memters of the Washington Uni- 
versity Ambulance Corps in France, 
and of Base Hospital Unit 21, the St. 
Louis Red Cross unit at Rouen, 
France, expect to see the war end 
soon, according to letters which have 
been lately received from members of 
those organizations. They are per- 
mitted to say this much in their let- 
ters, but cannot relate. in detail, 
heir reasons for this expectation. 

Lewis M Davis, a member of the 
Washington University Ambulance 
unit, and a son of T. TD. Davis of 5237 
Vernon avenue, wrote to his parents 
a fow days ago: 
reason, but I feel sure I shall be 
home by Christmas, and peace will 
reign instead of this hell, which it 
surely is. I may be able to give you 
some description after I find the 
rules for censorship.” 

He says in another letter that Ger- 
man prisoners, lately captured, who 
were “just about starved,” predicted 
that war would end in September or 
October, “because Germany is shy of 
food.” He says he has found no food 
shortage in France, but that food is 
cheap and seems plentiful. 

Letter Ins Optimistic. 

Thomas Dunville, a member of the 
hospital unit, has written to his 
mother, Mrs. Thomas Dunville of 6217 
Minnesota avenue saying, “Everyone 
here (Rouen) is optimistic about the 
war being over shortly. I would like 
to see it over before the other fellows 
from home arrive. None of our fel- 
lows will admit that he is homesick, 
but every day at the dinner table 
they have a new date when peace 
will be declared.” 

Davis, in his letters, told of the con- 
ditions which the Washington Uni- 
versity ambulance men found on their 
arrival. They were told that there was 
no ambulance work to do at the time, 
because of a strike in the factory where 
the car bodies were made, and were 
asked to do camion work, driving 5-ton 
trucks of ammunition to the artiilery. 
Davis decided not to go into this work, 
although a number of his comrades did, 
and he later took a place as section 
mechanic with another ambulance unit 
on its way to the front. 

He describes his quarters in a village 
which had been leveled by German shell 
fire. There is not a roof left in the 


town, he says, and no wall more than 8 


feet high. 

“We stay in a dugout 16 feet unrer 
ground, which is quite cozy except for 
the rats, which are about half again as 
large as our variety. From the roof of 
the dugout the front line trenches can 
be dimly seen and the exploding shells 
make parts of them act like young vol- 
canoes. Shells fired by the Germans 
can be heard whistling overhead as 
they are sent at the French batteries 
in the woods. By night a most beau- 
tiful view is available from the roof 
of the dugout. Rockets make the 
trenches brighter than day. and the ar- 
tillery fire from our rear sends a spout 
of flame 30 or # feet, while sparks 
mark the course of the shells for sev- 
eral hundred yards. There is a fire 
somewhere al) the time, which adds its 
glow to the color of the scene. 

“When an incoming shell bursts the 
fragments are redhot and fly out in all 
directions, making the whole scene look 
like some artificial painting. I made 
two trips with blesses (wounded) to the 
hospital before dark, and at 12:30 mid- 
hight a Captain was brought in badly 
wounded and with little hope for recov- 
ery, so the Lieutenant in charge told

me to take him-+m as quickly as pos- 
sible. The night was dreadfully black, 
but I think I gave him the fastest ride 
he ever had. He was unconscious, so I 
did not slow down for bumps. The 
lieutenant has phoned ahead to the 
hospital, which is about 2% miles, and 
when I arrived they could not believe 
that I was carrying the man they had 
been told was coming. 
Puddles in Road as Gulde. 

“Lights are not even thought of, and 
I could not see my radiator cap, but it 
had rained all day and was still raining, 
so I followed the puddies that I knew 
must be the road, but when I returned 
to the post it had stopped raining and 
my next trip was very much more daiffi- 
cult, when I had four blesses. The food 
at the front ds most exceptionally bet- 
ter than we were given in Paris or 
here." 

Of another day's experience he writes: 
“Had but two hours’ sleep, but felt 
fine. Roamed about the village and a 
shell exploded several hundred yards 
ahead of me, and I went in to see what 
it did and found, to my surprise, it 
exploded on a grave and blew most of 
the coffin and skeleton away and un- 
covered the skull of a German Captain, 
‘Ralph Zupp, killed in the field of 
honor,’ according to the wooden cross 
marking his grave, in September, 1915. 
I immediately looked for the lower jaw 
and found it and now have them wired 
together 
an old German revolver, said to be the 
type used in the Franco-Prussian War."’ 


Dunville, in his latest letter to hia 
mother, writes: ‘The only thing you 
car. do is to: go to the Y. M. C. A..

“That's a pretty speech for an oll 
white-headed man like you to make at 
me,"’ said the reporter, “but if vou eife

PARISIAN THEATER HAS 
_ CHANGED ITS SPIRIT BUT 
LITTLE BECAUSE OF WAR

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Seme Economy Is Apparent, Male Actors Are 
‘Scarce, and Just Now There Is Distinct Ef- 
fort to Please Americans and English.

PARIS, July 8&8—The most popular 
number in the favorite revue of Paris 
is entitled “Oh! Les Jambes!"’ The old 
verities of the French theater remain 
unshaken. Because of the war there is 
a little more economy in costuming— 
that is to say, less expensive materials 
are used—and there is a distinct effort 
to please Xnglish and American auditors 
as well as French. Each soubrette learns 
a little English, “I give you kees,” or 
something of that sort, which the Tom- 
mies and the Americans can under- 
stand. 

For the rest words are not the only 
things when one is devising a musical 
show, and the men from overseas seem 
to catch the gist of what is going on. 
No interpreter is needed to convince the 
Anglo-Saxon that Blanca de Bilbao is, 
as the program asserts, ‘‘jeune, genti! 
et tres jolle,”” and “‘Le Harem da’Aaroun’”’ 
is likély to be diverting even if the 
spectator cannot hear the lines. 

More Actresses Than Actors, 

Now and again the comedians have 
lapses of language, and an American is 
forced to let the jokes go zipping by 
without response. Presently, however, 
the fat comedian will fall off the lad- 
der and laughing will become general 
and international. Most of the comic 
acts are of that sort. Of course, all the 
shows are much more richly endowed 
with actresses than actors. If a young 
man appears in a revue the manage- 
ment is careful to state that he has ful- 
filled his military obligations. 

Thus, under the picture of Maurice 
Chevalier, the clever dancer and come- 
cian of the Theater Femina, one reads 
that Mons. Chevallier was wounded at 
the battle of Cutry, when a bullet passed 
between his lungs. It its added that he 
was captured by the Germans aid held 
prisoner for 2% months before he es- 
‘aped. It does not seem surprising, 
‘therefore, that Chevalier should be 
mong the gayest of funny men. We 
re of the opinion that 2% months of 
mprisenment weuld work wonders with 
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ever so many American comedians 
whom we recall. 

And yet, one misses the old patter. 
After a week of shows which piled un- 
exploded jokes upon our ears, we war- 
dered into a vaudeville theater, and a 
low comedian came out and said to his 
partner in perfectly good English: 
“Well, didja like the show?’ His part- 
ner said he didn’t like the show. 

“Well, didja - notice the trained 
seals?’’ queried the low comedian, and 
the lower comedian answered: ‘‘No, the 
wind was against ‘em.’’ 

Laughter, long delayed, overcame us 
then, but it was mingled with tears. 
We felt that we were home again. The 
French are a wonderful people, and all 
that, of course, but they're so darn 
far away. . 

Imitation of Eddie Foy. 

Later there was a man ‘who imitated 
Eddie Foy imperfectly, and a.bad bi- 
cycle act, in which the performers called 
the orchestra leader ‘‘professor,’’ and 
shouted “‘Ready!"’ to each other just 
before missing each irick. This bucked 
us up 80 much that a lapse into French 
with Suzanne Valroger ‘‘dans son reper- 
toire’’ failed to annoy ws much. In fact, 
we did not care whether she came back 
with her repertoire or on it. Some 
Japanese acrobats and a Swedish con- 
tortionist completed the performance. 


There are two such iriternational musiz 
halls in Paris, as well as a musical 
comedy of a sort called ‘““‘The Good Luck 
Girl.”’ The feature of this performance 
is an act in which a young lady takes 
off her shoe and throws it to the audi- 
ence. The shoe is supposed to briig good 
luck, and the soldiers about to return to 
the trenches struggle hard to get it. A 
young French aviator triumphed on the 
night we saw the show,'and he explained 
that he felt fairly safe now, no matter 
how many Boches came against him, as 
he carried no lesg than 25 good luck 
charms of one kind or another into the 
air with him. 


No show is complete just now without 
an American finale. The most elaborate 
one is that at the Fol.ics Bergere, which 
sends ita chorus out “or the final num- 
ber under the leadershiry of an enormous 
six-foot woman carrying an immense 


American flag. The Amazon, it is said, 


almost took the head off a Canadian 
one night when he s.oozed in a box 
and failed to notice the violent mannor 
in which the big flag was being waved. 
He awoke in time to dodge and then 
he shook an accusing finger at the 
amazon. 

“Why aren't you in khaki?” he said. 

The enthusiasm for everything 
American has begun to subside. Tne 
reception to Gen. Pershing was the 
high water mark. The Fourth of 
vuly and the demonstration on the 
third, when the American troops wete 
first seen in Paris, had nothing like 
the intensity of New York's greeting 
of Joffre. The American finale at the 
Marigny last night did not gain 
t.pple of applause, and at the Fen:- 
ina, when the comedian asked in what 
language he should sing an encore, 
he was met with a hundred shouts 
of “Russe’’ to one of “Anglais.” Th» 
lussians, of course, had just launche:! 
an offensive which captured 18,050 
men. The next big demonstration 
tor the Americans may have to wait 
until our troops are in action. 


Many Soldiers in Audiences. 
Theater audiences are made up of 


from 50 to 75 per cent of soldiers. 
The war is not entirely avoided as a 
subject for songs and jokes, but most 
of the humor is ground out of the 
rstrictiong at home rather than any 
happenings at the front. Librettists 
find unceasing material in meatless. 
cakeless and bathless days. Occa- 
sionally there will be a sentimental 
patriotic ballad, but songs of this 
sort do not seem to be popular in the 
music halls nor does one ever hear 
the Marsellaise in theaters of this 
character. Only rarely is there any 
reference to the Germans even for 
humorous purposes. In fact, Mars 
trails pretty far behind Mrs. Vulcan 
in the theaters of Paris. 

In the theaters such as the Folies 
Hergere and the Marigny the stage is 
not the only center of activity. The 
Folies Bergére in particular has a 
huge promenade tenanted by hosts 
of unattached and unmitigated hus- 
ties. These ladies of the promenade« 
know much more English than thosa 
ot the theater proper. They kKno~ * 
little Russian, too, a smattering 07” 
Spanish, and since the Portuguese 
ermy has come to take its place at 
the front, there are a few enterpris- 
ing spirits at Bergere who can ut 
Icast exchange greetings to these 
Southern allies. In fact, the ludies of 
the promenades may be said to know 
un little about the language of five 
countries and all about the coinage 
of 20.

STUDENTS ESTABLISHED 


Young Oklahomans Can Go Through 
University and Pay the Cost 
in After Years. 


NORMAN, Ok., July 31.—A student 
loan aid association has been organized 
for the purpose of providing funds for 
boys and girls who must borrow money 
te obtain a university education, and a 
co-operative eating house is being estab- 
lished in order to reduce the living costs. 

Five university faculty members, in- 
cluding President Stratton D. Brooks, 
Dr. Edwin DeBarr, Dean J. 8. Buchan- 
an, Dean Fredrik Holmberg and Dean 
J H. Felgar, are named in the incorpor- 
ation papers of the “University of Ok- 
lahoma Student Loan Aid Association.” 


The purpose of the organization is to 
“create and maintain a fund 
loaned to deserving students of the Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma at such rate of in- 
terest and on such conditions as the 
board of directors of the corporation 
may determine; to invest such funds or 
any part thereof; and to use such funds 
and the proceeds thereof in any man- 
ner deemed advisable to assist worthy 
students in obtaining an education.”’ 

A fund, already amounting to several 
hundred dollars, has been advanced for 
the work, and university authorities 
hope to increase this far into the thou- 
sands within a few months. The origi- 
ral fund is a donation. This money will 
then be used over and over again, aid- 
ing young men and women in obtaining 
a university education.

GEN. HARRISON GRAY OTIS 
VETERAN OF TWO WARS, DEAD) — 


Served With Distinction in Civil and 
Spanish-American Campaigns; 
Opposed to Organized Labor, 

LOS ANGELES, July 31.—Gen. Harri- 
son Gray Otis, publisher of the Los An- 
geles Times, veteran of two wars and 
long known for his opposition to organ- 
ized labor, died at the home of his son- 


in-law, Harry Chandler, here yesterday, [ 


at the age of 80. Death is believed to 
have been due to heart disease. Break- 
fast was being served to him in his 
room when he said to the maid: ‘‘Take 
away the tray. I am gone."’ 

Last Christmas he gave his home in 
Los Angeles for an art gallery for the 
public, to be maintained under supervi- 
sion of the county. 

Gen. Otis served 49 months in the Civil 
War, was twice wounded and received 
seven promotions. At one time he served 
under Col. Rutherford B. Hayes and 
Capt, William McKinley. 

He was made a Brigadier-General of 
Volunteers in the Spanish-American 
War, and in the Philippines at various 
times commanded various divisions >.f 
the Eighth Army Corps. He led a brig- 
ade in person in the assault on Caloo- 
can. He resigned his command in April, 
1899, and was brevetted Major-General 
for meritorious conduct in action. He 
was an uncompromising Republican. 

Oct. 10, 1910, Gen. Otis’ Los Angeles 
Times plant was dynamited and 2% of 
his workmen were killed. For this the 
McNamara brothers were sent to prison.

well-known fact that an army trav- 
els on its stomach, and it is equally 
true of the navy, where the food 
question ie one of the most important 
factors with which the Navy Depart- 
ment has to deal. When one consid- 
ers that a ship of war is sometimes 
away from shore station for months 
at a time, where the usual supplies of 
fresh meat, vegetables and water can- 
not be obtained, then it can be readily 
seen that the problem of feeding any 
naval force is one that requires con- 
Siderable knowledge and attention. 

It used to be the popular belief of 
many people that all sailors of the 
navy had a fare consisting of salt 
pork, beans, hardtack, coffee and a 
few other articles and not much of 
anything ‘else. It is probably little 
known to the many inland folks that 
our sallor of today is better fed than 
any other in the world, and he has 
plenty of food which is well prepared 
by cooks who are enlisted for that 
purpose. 

Food Supply Pilentiful. 

One of the most important problems 
of a ship of war going into commission 
is the food syurply. While usually the 
ships of today make but few lorg 
cruises, unless thes are proceeding on a 
roving commission, ship stores last 
abuut two months. The numerous sup- 
ply vessels belonging to the navy foi- 
low the fleet -while in home waters and 
they curry provisions and general stores 
which may ba drawn when necessary. 

Fresh meat and vegetables are always 
issued to the vessels when in port, an‘ 
théy only draw on their sea stores when 
they are cut of sight of land and when 
their supply of fresh vewetabies is ex- 
liausted. 

The doting :nothers of some of our 
youns men who have éniered the serv- 
iee of. Uncle Sam cs seamen need have 
no fear that their sons will not be well 
fed, fer the vations served at sea are 
as good if not better-thar they received 
at home. 

Ap a rule ths list of sea stores which 
are included consists of bread, salt and 
smoked meas, canucd vegetables, in-

Menu for Sunday Dinner, 

For his Sunday meais he may be 
served roast beef, bread, squash (can- 
ned), coffee with sugar and condensed 
milk, butter; tomato catsup, cheese and 
canned fruit. On Monday he may re- 
ceive a ration made up of sugar-cured 
ham, boiled rice, cocoa with sugar and 
condensed milk, bread and butter and 
dried fruit, which may be either prunes 
or something of that sort. With meals 


‘of this kind there surely is no complaint 


to be made as to the food served. 

The navy enlists men for the rating 
of cook and one must be an adept in 
his line and understand how to plan 
for any number of men. He must in 
addition to a certain knowledge of cook- 
ing know the food values of the differ- 
ent articles which he handles. Those 
men who have manned our navy as 
cooks are always getting up new and 
fancy dishes, and with the goods at 
hand often spring surprises on the men. 
They are just as good housekeepers and 
probably more so than most women, 
and think twice before throwing away 
leftovers. 

Your old-time sailorman will readils 
recognize the names of such dishes as 
cracker nash, spud hash, burgoo and 
numerous other dishes that have tickled 
the palates of the best men on board, 
not to forget that old-time favorite 
plum duff. 

Bean Soup Moat Palatable. 

To those who ‘might think some of 
the dishes mentioned above are mys- 
teries, let me sav to vou that cracker 
hash and spud hash are made of 
corned beef, hardtack and potatoes. 


Burgoo is the usual name for that old/ 


Scotch cereal, oatmeal. Bean soup 
and beans are generally served every 
Saturday, and a saflor who has once 
eaten bean soup a la navy will never 
forget it. Cooked in a big steam kettle, 
with a big hunk of canned corned beef to 
give it a flavor, and eaten while hot 
with hardtack, it is a dish not easily for- 
gotten. 

But it remains for holidays and occa- 
sional Sundays for the sailors to get in 
clover, when the cook is feeling in a 
good humor and serves them plum dovff. 
This is really a plum pudding, but vour 
true sailor always thinks it is the acme 
of fine cooking, be it called plum pud- 
ding or plum duff. This duff is made of 
eggs, sugar, butter, raisins and currants 
flour and water, and boiled for about an 
hour and a half in a powder bag, then 
served hot with a milk and sugar sauce. 
Brandy sauce is splendid for this pud- 
ding, but as sailors are not allowed to 
have médicinals like brandy on board 
they must be content with butter sauce. 

. Rations of Men for Week, 

The different articles of food which 
form the rations served the seamen 
are very bountiful and generous. The 
following table shows the average 
quantity which is issued for 100 men 
for one week: 822 pounds of bread: 
825 pounds of all meats, 200 of cannned 
vegetables and 28 gallons of dry beans 
and peas, 20 pounds of canned, dried 
and preserved fruits, 68 pounds of cof- 
fee, tea and cocoa, 44 of condensed and 
evaported milk, about 90 of butter, 175 
of sugar, 3 of mustard, 3 of pepper, 25 
of salt and 25 of tomatoes. The average

Caricature Called an Insult. 

Charles R. Snider, editor of the Mis- 
souri reempason, a weekly journal de- 
voted to the interests of the craft, says 
in the editorial columns of his pub- 
lication: 

“In the July issue of the Alhambran, 
the official organ of the Grotto, the ed- 
itor has apparently most willingly and 
gladly overstepped the bounds of dig- 
nity by printing and scattering broad- 
cast a beastly-drawn, crazy caricature 
of our national anthem. Next to spit- 
ting on the flag, an insult to our nation- 
al melody is the greatest indignity that 
could ever be conceived bv a distort- 
ed human intellect. How this premedi- 


tated insult ever passed through the 


postoffice without an arrest is a mys- 
tery to us and we still entertain the 
opinion that a penalty may yet be in- 
flicted, and one possibly that would 
hereafter forbid the Alhambran the 
privileges of the mail. 

“We give it as our opinion that the 
Grotto is making a regrettable mistake 
if it permits any burlesque on our flag 
anthem, and especially so during 
these trying times, when national re- 
spect should hover over us like a holy 
benediction.”

‘Expose Food Grafters. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The writer is prompted to write you this 
letter to express his appreviation of a recent 
editorial he read in. your paper under the 
caption of “Down With High Prices.” 
This editorial was the best I have read in 
connection with the present very precarious 
conditions that have been brought about by 
the ultra high cost of living, and I am very 
much impressed with the betief that a per- 
sistent campaign along these lines by such 
high-class journals as the Post-Dispatch 
would correct the great era of piracy that 
is prevailing among the dealers in food- 
stuffs at the present time. 

History shows us that merciless public- 
ity in exposing people who lost all 


humane instincts has nad great corrective 
effect, and under that old theory that “The 
pen is mightier than the sword,’’ the high- 
class editorial writers of this great country 
sthould respond to the call to arms with 
their fluent pens, and strive to emancipate 
the inhabitants of this country from a con- 
dition that threatens to become more de- 
structive in its effect by far than the war 
itself. With the high cost of living ad- 
justed properly this country is in excellent 
condition to face the great strain that its 
entrance in the war will necessitate. If, 
however, those who deal in foodstuffs are 
going to take unfair advantage of present 
conditions to accrue all they can, it will 
haye a very destructive effect. For some 
time there has been a distinct effort on the 
part of those that could do it, to enhance 
Prices to such an extent, that if it is per- 
sisted in, it will absolutely destroy the gen- 
eral prosperity of the country, and this will 
take place long before our soldiers have 
entered the European war, which must 
necessarily have a very demoralizing effect 
om the general patriotism of the people. 
There is little at the moment to Indicate 
that there is a downward trend in the cost 
of living There has been voluminous talk 
of prospective betterment, but its arrival 
reems to be decidedly indefinite, and it 
must come or its nonarrival will have 
m very destructive effect. The most 
conservatively managed home finds 
that the cost of living at the present 
time is fully fifty per cent more than it 
should be, and people who were supposed to 
be fairly well-to-do some time ago are now 
under pressure, and those who had a fair 
living are suffering great privations. The 
situation demands a concerted effort by 
etrong characters of standing, to come to 
the front as humanitarians to preserve us 
from being destroyed by an element of vul- 
tures, who have never had patriotic 
thought of their country’s interests In this 
great crisis. 

This letter is written in a spirit of human- 
ity and for the good of all. T hope you wil! 
keep up your magnificent efforts to eradi- 
cate these abhorrent conditions, and I am 
Fure all of your readers will ardently ap- 
preciate it.

EQUALIZING THE BURDEN. 

The State Tax Commission and the convention 
of Missouri Assessors have disarmed in advance 
Phostile criticism of the new policy to assess all 
property for taxation at its full cash value. 

Their digest of the State laws bearing upon 
taxation shows clearly that no other course is 
legal. If the laws are not right, the State Legis- 
lature or a vote of the people alone can change 
them. 

The Assessors go farther, however, by show- 
ing that the laws are all right and carry their 
own remedy whenever taxation shall become 
excessive. This remedy is not in a lowering of the 
assessable value of property, but in a lowering of 
the rate of taxation. It is within the province of 
the county courts and the’ Boards of Aldermen 
to lower the rate whenever the income it produces 
is greater than is needed. 

As a resolution adopted by the Assessors aptly 
phrases it, “Complying’strictly with the law in 
fixing valuations is for the purpose of estab- 
lishing uniformity, for having only one stand- 
ard measurement, and for insuring equality of 
burden, and not for the purpose -of increasing 
taxes, as any increase or decrease must legally 
depeiid on the rate levied and on'y on that rate.” 

No fewer than 15 separate sections of the Mis- 
souri code sustain the decision of the Assessors. 
In fact, they not only support the proposed pol- 
icy, but make it mandatory. 

Section 11344 requires each Assessor to take 
oath that he will assess all property at what he 
believes to be “its actual cash value.” Section 
11348 requires the person listing property to make 
a “true and correct’’ statement of “all property 
and its cash value.” Other sections corroborate 
and strengthen these requirements. 

Tu clinch the whole matter, the statute creat- 
ing the new State Tax Commission orders that 
body to see to it that assessments are made “in 
accordance with the letter and the plain pro- 
visions of the law.” 

The fir « result of a rigid and impartial pro- 
gram of law enforcement will be to bring out of 
hiding thousand of dollars’ worth of taxable prop- 
erty.

The share of the general burden it should have 
borne has been unlawfully shifted to other shoul- 
ders. 

When every property owner is compelled to pay 
his just percentage of the public taxes it will 
mean that, while enough revenue for all public 
needs will be obtained, the load will be equally 
adjusted and nobody will have to carry more 
than he is able to bear. It is the only wise way; 
the only just way; the only practical way. 
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MEXICO’S BOT VETERANS. 

The Mexican armies are about to lose some of 
their veterans. They have been good soldiers 
and are being discharged without a stain upon 
their reputations. They range in age from, the 
callow year of 12 to the mature one of 17. 

One of these soldiers, who would have been a 
veteran if he had not intercepted a Villista bullet 
in an attack on Matamoros, several years ago, 
was taken to a hospital at Brownsville. American 
women of the Texas city visited him and his com- 
panions. One woman was carrying a doll in- 
tended for a neighbor’s child. As she passed 
through the ward she observed that the boy, who 
had borne his suffering with stoical fortitude, was 
gazing longingly at the toy. 

She put the doll into his hands. Tears—the 
first he had shed—fifled his eyes when he un- 
derstood it was his. A short time afterwards he 
was found dead, the doll clutched lovingly to his 
bosom.

have been, most of them possessed courage of a 
high order, notwithstanding the conventional 
American opinion—this far from the border—to 
the contrary.

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THE FREDERICK PAROLE. 

Nobody can find fault with the friends of A. H. 
Frederick for seeking to do all within their power 
to obtain his release on parole from the peniten- 
tiary. One of the beauties of friendship is its 
constancy in adversity. Yet the appeals of these 
men, however influential and earnest they may 
be, should not be permitted to obscure the real 
things at issue. 

The parole system is a wise and merciful pro- 

vision to mitigate the harshness of the law It 
looks to the reformation of an individual who 
may s8iu.1 be made a useful member of society 
in spite of his previous mistakes. Its intended 
particularly to help first offenders and . those 
whose transgressions have been the outcome of 
folly and inexperience. 
While it may not be doubted that if-Frederick 
is released he will not sin again, bis errors can- 
not be attributed to inexperience. His crimes 
were many and secret and prolonged over a term 
of years. He was mentally qualfied to sit in the 
coolest judgment upon his own acts. He risked 
not only his own honor and safety, but he risked 
—and lost—the hard-earned savings of. men and 
women to whom his social and business reputa- 
tion had seemed a sufficient guaranty of fair 
dealings. He detiberately iain, St. Louis in 
his disgrace. 

It would be foolish to suppose that one of his 
intellectual acumen did not weigh the conse- 
quences of detection and exposure. If so, upon 
what did he rely to save him if not upon the 
powerful political and business influences he 
thought he could marshal to his support? 

These influences could not save him from the 
initial burst of resentment when his misdeeds 
were discovered. They might be expected to 
work for a modification of his punishment after 
popular anger had died down and to relieve him 
of a large part of the justly fixed penaities. 

It is beside the question to argue that Fred- 
erick has been “sufficiently punished.” Aside 
from the fact that it was the duty of the trial 
court to say what sufficient punishment should 
be, it must be remembered that a principal reas- 
on for such penalties ts the deterrent effect they 
may have upon others. If another should be 
tempted to steal some $100,000, mightn’t he feel 
that the game would be worth the candle if he, 
too, could get off with two or three years in 
prison’ 

It is not aa it affects Frederick alone that the

ture of his transactions, public confidence in the 
equal administration of justice to all malefactors 
must also be considered.

NATIONAL PROHIBITION FOLLY. 

Psychology and experience combine in the con- 
clusion that questions of sumptuary laws, gov- 
erning conduct not in itself criminal, should be 
controlled by each community. There are, too, 
reasons for this. Communities differ in their ideas 
and customs. Laws of this kind adopted by com- 
munities are more easily enforced than laws im- 
posed upon communities. 

President Wilson, who is wise in the history 
and psychology.of government, rightly says pro- 
hibition is a local, social question which should 
be left to communities under loca! option. His 
judgment is supported by the wisest statesmen. 

If the National prohibition amendment passes 
Congress and is adopted by two-thirds of the 
states the will of one part of the country will be 
imposed upon the other part, although its. popu- 
lation may be less. The Federal Government will 
have the task of enforcing the Federal probibi- 
tion law in all states and communities. 

Think of the task of the Federal Government 
in preventing the manufacture and use of liquor 
in all states and communities! Think of the 
army of officials it will require! The country 
will need another draft. 
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Austria, which brought on the great war by 
refusal to negotiate with little Servia is now in 
favor of peace by negotiation.

THIRD YEAR WAR REVIEWS 

The more or less elaborate reviews of the 
three years’ war in some of St. Louis Monday 
papers were anticipated by the comprehensive 
and expert article by Frank H. Simonds in Sun- 
day’s Post-Dispatch. 

Mr. Simonds sounds a somewhat discouraging 
note and concludes that, owing to the setbacks 
suffered by the allies this year, especially the 
weakness of Russia, the war. will last another 
year. Even then he sees no hope of a favorable 
military decision for the democratic nations uD- 
less the United States makes such a powerful, 
prompt and thorough campaign as to make up 
for Russia’s failure. 

That is what the United States expects to do, 
and she will probably do a great deal more. It 
will be out of the question for the American Gov- 
ernment to supply men on the Russian front. 
And, if Russia fails to bring her armies back 
to the necessary condition of discipline and pa- 
triotic enthusidsm to stand fast, if not to ad- 
vance, American troops sent to the front would 
by thrown away. 

But American soldiers on the western front 
are another matter. Every regiment there will 
count. And Mr. Simonds and other experts ad- 
mit that the British troops have shown that 
they can break the German lines. It has not been 
so far possible to follow up the successes of the 
Somme, Arras and Ypres with a turning move- 
ment. German artillery and ammunition are 
still too effective for this. But, with all that 
America can throw into the balance, each month 
will bring the possibility of such a movement

nearer.

CHILDREN AND AUTOS. 

Mrs. E. B. Dyer of 4549A Red Bud avenue, in a 
letter to the Post-Dispatch, complains that in 
her neighborhood the children play in the streets 
in such numbers that she finds it difficult to 
drive her automobile. After telling of boys and 
girls skating, playing jacks and baseball in the 
path of her machine, Mrs. Dyer concludes: 

The law fining speeders $500 is a good one, 
but is there not some law to keep the chil- 
dren from playing in the streets? There are 
parks and play grounds provided for them and 
the street is no place. What about this? Is 


there not carelessness on the part of the pa- 
rents as well as on the part of automobile 


drivers? 

Yes, there are laws forbidding children to play 
on the streets, but do you expect a 2-year-old 
child to understand the grave import of city or- 
dinance 4532? Their parents should keep them 
off the streets, you say. Perhaps you are a 
mother. If not you probably know mothers who 
have five or six children and who are compelled 
to do their own housework. Must such a woman 
keep her children in the house or should she 
pass up her housework and sit on the front porch 
and see that the children, in their quest for limb- 
building, lung-filling play, keep a safety lane open 
for your pleasure car? 

There are parks and playgrounds, you say. 
That is well and good for those who live close 
to them, but how about the mother of five or 
six who lives several blocks away? Shall she give 
up her work to see that her children do not get in 
the way of your machine? 

If you are driving for pleasure there are hun- 
dreds of roads in the county singularly free from 
children. If you must drive through the streets 
of congested districts, drive three miles an hour 
if necessary to avoid children or drive a mile out 
of your way. 

Children ought not to block the streets, but it 
is difficult to keep them off the streets when 
playgrounds are not near. They must have ex- 
ercise and play. Even the most heartless motor 
driver would not insist on putting them in jai! to 
clear the streets for machines.

‘66 aM apenas to quit worrying about Russia,’’ 
ie Mr. Antwine said. ‘‘While it is true that the 
Russians are retreating, they have done that 
before.

Behind Russia lies Siberia, 
which is also Russia. Thus the galloping disposition 
of the warring Russian, his long flights, and his pro- 
tracted advances. They are in themselves vast, as 
Russia is vast. 
‘‘Yery well. The proper attitude of mind as to 
Russia is that of great patience and understanding. 
The Russian has his mileage to do, and he is going 


to do it. He is a roving creature of the steppes, not . 


an infighter, so to speak, or one who maneuvers upon 
the head of a pin. The sooner we realize this, the 
happier for us as an ally. There is one thing of 
which we may always be sure. This is that the Rus- 
sians will never be caught. The short-legged Teuton 
has about the same chance to catch the long-legged 
Russian that kings have to overtake the spreading 
spirit of democracy.

‘The savings bank is the only safe 
place;’ but then, if you ask him if he 
puts his balance in a savings bank, the 
answer will probably be ‘No,’ from 
which we can draw conclusions. 

“Now, as owner of a farm, I think we 
can alsu concede that this woman who 
has earned her own living in town will 
be able to produce farm products. I 
mean she can grow garden stuff, raise 
fruit, or succeed with poultry or bees, 
whichever she undertakes. 

‘Most of these things can be done, like 
cooking, with a recipe combined with 
hard work, and, unlike any city work, 
she will have Mother Nature for a part- 
ner, who does her share of the job. 

“Then, for better training, there is the 
Horticultural School at Ambler, with in- 
Struction arranged for just such stu- 
dents; there are home correspondence 
courses in agriculture; and in planning 
and laying out the farm, as well as in 
solving later problems, an expert may be 
called in. 

“But she must be careful about choos- 

ing her adviser. As Bill Nye used to say: 
‘It is not what we do not know that 
does the harm; it {s knowing what is not 
80. - 
Mrs. Vollmer then continues to discuss 
what the “‘book farmer’ shall do with 
the marketable article which she has 
produced. 

“Pointing out the fact that the average 
farmer is said to get but 36 cents of the 
dollar which he has earned, she recom- 
mends that the women try a different 
method from the man’s in order to get 
some of that 64 cents usually spent in 
the distribution of the farm stuff. Also, 
she offers as a solution, turning her city 
“ncquaintances into customers and send- 
ing her produce directly to them, and 
she mentions a sort of home hamper 
System which some farmers have found 
successful. 

Or, she points out, if the farm is near 
a summer colony, she may be able to 
work up an excellent trade with these 
people, selling at retail prices and avoid- 
ing the expense of the middleman’s com- 
mission. Another settlement of the mar- 
keting problem which she mentions is 
for a number of women farmers to set- 
tle in one neighborhood, thus forming 


ja community of thelr own and hiring one 


special agent to look after their interest. 

“But, in. my opiniton,’’ continues Mrs. 
Volimer, ‘‘the most practical way for 
a woman to meet the risks of a farm 
venture is to let her house earn, as well 
as her land, and to find her market upon 
her own table. 

“If she takes boarders in one form or 
another to use her products she will get 
a double profit, the restaurant profit 
and the farm profit. This is the safest 
beginning, and can be dropped whenever 
the strictly farm success justifies it 
There is demand for various kinds of 
commercial hospitality, for summer 
boafiiing houses, for week-end rest 
places, for lunch and dining rooms, for 
motoring tourists. 


“Did you ever notice that the road- 
houses of America are in the hands of 
the breweries? Isn't that a disgrace to 
the American woman? In the old days, 
the comfort of European travel was due 
as much to the fact that a woman was 
niways in evidence in every country inn 
as to the sightseeing. 

“As I said, if a woman makes her 
Neginning in this way she may grad- 
tally work out of it, as her strictly 
egricultural success increases, and she 
may even gain skill enough to live on 
the 3é-cent dollar, as the real farmer 


} does, but this method can at least les- 


sen the risks of her initial undertaking. 

“Cooked {ood always has a better mar- 
ket than raw material, so the growing 
of emall fruits and selling them as jams 
‘and jellies is another way of using a 


woman's skill for farm purposes.” 


Mrs. Vollmer concludes by citing the 
cases of some women who have tried 
her combination of summer-boarder-and- 
farm, 0., perhaps better, restaurant-and- 
farm scheme, and have made good.
